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actual living processes 


vital as basis for design 


Architectural design based on 
“actual living processes” was proposed 
by Richard J. Neutra, world famous 
architect and city planner of Los 
Angeles, Calif.. in an address at 
North Carolina State College Thurs- 
day night, April 22. 

“Survival Through Design” was 
the topic of Neutra’s lecture, spon- 
sored by the School of Design at 
State College. He was introduced by 
Dean Henry L. Kamphoefner of the 
School of Design. 

In his talk, Neutra advocated 
"planning with a more biological 
basis” and listed “suitable lines of 
research, the results of which would 
eventually make designers and their 
public more safely informed on 
current terms.” 

“Only on such information about 
our psychology," he said, “can re- 
sponsible design be based and 
developed. There is a need for a 
warmer, more humanly pulsing effort 
in order to design for life, and thus 
to preserve it.” 

He advocated “design for life, and 


health, especially the health of our 
troubled nerves. Design shall suit 
actual living processes. They unfold 
in time as well as in space, and 
design may greatly harm or help 
them on their way.” 

Neutra, winner of many national 
and international design awards and 
the designer of hundreds of buildings 
ranging from low-cost open air 
schools for tropical islands to desert 
mansions for movie magnates, con- 
ducted seminars on design for stu- 
dents in the college’s School of 
Design. 

His visit here was arranged by 
Dean Kamphoefner. He came to 
State College from Georgia Tech, 
where he completed a lecture series 
earlier in the week.

architectural foundation 
has outstanding year 


The North Carolina Architectural 
Foundation has completed a highly 
successful year under the leadership 
of Leslie N. Boney, Jr., AIA, of Wil- 
mington, who has been succeeded as 
President of the Foundation by Ed- 
ward Loewenstein, AIA, of Greens- 
boro. 

Highlights of Foundation activi- 
ties during the year included the 
largest contributions given the Foun- 
dation to date from 24 architectural 
firms, while 16 supply organizations 
also set a new record high in con- 
tributions. During the year one firm. 
Carolina Steel and Iron Company, 
made the largest single contribution 
ever received by the Foundation. A 
great deal of progress has also been 
made in obtaining funds for scholar- 
ships through specific donations 
from architects and other interested 
individuals. 

The purpose of the North Caro- 
lina Architectural Foundation is to 
supplement the salaries of the staff 
of the School of Design at North 
Carolina State College, Raleigh. It 
is felt that this, in turn, will help 
elevate the general standard of ex- 
cellence of architecture in North 


Carolina, thereby helping both ar- 
chitects and other members of the 
construction industry, as well as the 
state in general. 


Many new achievements were re- 
corded during the year by the School 
of Design, including: 

(1) The selection of Dean Henry 
L. Kamphoefner, AIA, as one of five 
men selected to help revise and im- 
prove the architectural curriculum 
of one of the oldest universities in 
the country, as well as one of the 
oldest architectural departments in a 
university. 

(2) The new building for the 
School of Design has reached the 
final drawing stage and it is hoped 
that construction can be started in 
the near future. This project has 
been pushed strongly by members 
of the Foundation and the staff of 
the School of Design. 


(3) The staff and students of the 
North Carolina State College School 
of Design were very successful in 
the recent Carrier house competition, 
winning a major portion of the prizes 
and awards.

the prizes in the residential design 
contest of the North Carolina Con- 
crete Masonry Association. 


Other activities completed during 
the year included: 


(1) A complete analysis, in co- 
operation with Dean Kamphoefner, 
of the outside work engaged in by 
members of the staff of the School 
of Design. A full and detailed report 
is available to any practicing archi- 
tect through the Foundation. Those 
who studied the matter concluded 
that the amount of outside practice 
engaged in by members of the staff 
of the school was a healthy sign and 
not in a proportion which would in- 
jure private practitioners. 


(2) An analysis of students shows 
that of 90 graduates since 1948, 60 
were from North Carolina and 30 
from outside the state. Only 15 left 
North Carolina for employment else- 
where. The new “Products Design 
Department’ is expected to further 
strengthen interest in the School of 
Design in North Carolina. 


(3) The competition sponsored by 
Brick and Tile Service, under the 
leadership of H. B. Foster, was a 
great success. It was given this year 
to second year students and proved 


to be a worthwhile project from 
every standpoint. It was noted that 
the School of Design has been offer- 
ed far more competitions, prize 
money, and like projects than it has 
room on its program to undertake. 


President Loewenstein called par- 
ticular attention to a comment from 
a nationally-recognized authority on 
aesthetics. who has lectured at the 
school on numerous occasions. In the 
opinion of the commentator, the 
practicing architects of the state are 
going to receive much more com- 
petent and useful help from grad- 
uates of the School of Design due 
to the fact that the first class di- 
rectly under the administration of 
Dean Kamphoefner is graduating 
this year. Although this might 
be an unfair comment to make, on 
previous graduates who were sub- 
jected to two different types of train- 
ing, it should be noted this year's 
graduates have had the benefit of 
uninterrupted teaching in the School 
of Design and the highly competitive 
spirit which has been instiled by 
Dean Kamphoefner and his staff has 
brought out an unusually strong and 
well-rounded prospective architect.

W. A. Bowles, AIA, President of the Charlotte 
Council of Architects, presided and presented Dr. 
Elmer Garinger, Superintendent of the Charlotte 
city schools, who introduced Dr. N. L. Engelhardt 
of the firm of Engelhardt, Engelhardt and Leg- 
gett, educational consultants for the Charlotte 
building program. 

Dr. Engelhardt commended the Charlotte and 
Mecklenburg county school authorities and Char- 
lotte architects on the planning and design of 
schools that have been constructed by the two 
administrative school units since World War II. 
He further pointed out that Charlotte is one of

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sample bureau sought 
by charlotte council 


Establishment of a sample bureau to display 
actual installations of products and materials 
used in the building field has been asked by the 
Charlotte Couneil of Architects in a resolution 
sent to manufacturers and distributors, President 
W. A. Bowles, AIA, announced recently. 


The resolution adopted reads as follows: 


WHEREAS: The members, both individually and 
collectively, of the Charlotte Council of Archi- 
tects, have had numerous inquiries from many 
manufacturers, their representatives. material 
dealers, suppliers, and distributing agents con- 
cerning suggestions or means whereby services 
to architects could be improved above the fine 
standard now maintained; and 

WHEREAS: It is impractical for each architectural 
office to maintain individual sample displays 
which are current and comprehensive; and 

WHEREAS: The Charlotte Council of Architects 
recognizes the need for a central Samples Bu- 
reau for the purpose of displaying current 
samples in such a realistic manner that all in- 
terested individuals may observe actual in- 
stallations of such samples in conjunction with 
associated products and materials thereby 
minimizing the need for each architectural of- 
fice to maintain adequate samples; and 

WHEREAS: Said bureau would be assured of co- 
operation from the architects to the extent of 
frequent use both by their firms and interested 
clients; 

WHEREAS: It would be of benefit to all concerned 
for the services to include a complete and up- 
to-date cross referencing file with information 
concerning all manufacturers, their products, 
catalogs and names and addresses of local rep- 
resentatives and such other data that would 
serve to form a central clearinghouse for in- 
formation required; and 

WHEREAS: Such a bureau, properly conducted, 
would decrease the overall advertising and 
publie relations expense of the various manu- 
facturers, their agents, and distributors. 

NOW BE IT RESOLVED: That the Charlotte Coun- 
eil of Architects recommends and endorses the 
establishment and maintenance of a Central 
Samples Bureau for the Charlotte area, to 
better serve the architects, the building in- 
dustry, and the general public.
